How- 
over t it docs not materially cluing© the interdepartmental relationships 
conceived in the original Presidential letter of January 22, 19Ao«

In addition sub- 
section (5) has been included in order to avail ourselves of toeperioaeoa, 
retired personnel of the Arsed Forces, in® Xsrgorgo is o in i la r to th,.t 
of Public Law 713 (79th Congress) , which mde similar provisions for tho 
Veterans 5 Administration.

This 
is similar to a provision in the Department of State Appropriation Act, 1947 
(Public Lav; 470, 79th Congress, p. 14).
